From OUR COMMERCIAL COBBESPONDENT. 

Notwithstanding the near approach ol 
Christmas, there appears to be no marked 
disposition on the part of buyers to operate, 
except for normal requirements, and price 
Huctuations are occasionally of a downward 
character. The Danish oflicial quotation for 
uutter has this week been wired two kroner 
higher, and ''top ' now stands at 182 kroner 
per 100 kilos, At the corresponding period 
of last Tuige the figure was 228 kroner, and in 
1931 kroner. Continental makes closed 
firm, and while Danish 
dearer, no quotable alteration is reported in 
Swedish. With available supplies of Volonial 
somewhat in excess of demand, both New 
Zealand and Australian, which are now on a 
parity, are being offered at lower prices as 
compared with last week. It is stated that 
Australia and New Zealand, acting in co- 
operation, have decided to restrict shipments 
of butter this month to ensure continuity of 


eaports. 
BACON OUTLOOK, 

With the quota system now in operation 
no returns of Continental killings are 
available, but forthcoming supplies ot bacon 
are of a much reduced amount. There 
is again no change to record in Irish, and 
at the weekly meeting of the Bacon Con- 
mittee no official change was made in Dutch: 
or Holish, but Swedish was reduced 2s. all 
round, Danish No. 1's were advanced 2s., 
No. 2's 1s. per cwt., but No. 3’s remained 
unchanged. November, usually a dull time 
for the bacon trade, has passed, and during 
December business is expected to improve 
further, because available supplies will be 
smaller. Despite the recent advances in 
quotations, bucon is still a chief article of 
food. Prices of both English refined and 
American lard have declined rather sharply 
during the past fortnight. Eggs closed quiet, 
but rather steadier. Arrivals from the Irish 
Free State and Northern Ireland are quite 
insufficient to test prices, which must be re- 
garded as more or less nominal, : 

POULTRY. 

The season for poultry opens under some- 
what awkward conditions. The weather 
this year has generally been favour- 
able for the ‘production of most descrip- 
tions of poultry. It is expected there 
will be the usual supplies of English 
turkeys, which will be found in exceilent 
condition, and quotations likely to rule at a 
reasonable level. There is a good production 
of Irish turkeys, so it is reported, but the 
position is complicated by recent events. 
Conditions in Italy have also been favourable 
for production, but as regards the quantity 
that may be exported, this is rather un- 
certain at the moment. Heavy consignments 
of turkeys have already arrived from Hun- 
gary and the Baltic States, and doubtless 
they will find a ready outlet. Tair quantities 
of turkeys have also arrived from the Argen- 
tine, One of the most significant develop- 
ments of the year in the dead poultry trade 
has been the arrival of a consignment of 
fresh-killed turkeys and chickens from 
Western Canada. It is stated that both 
turkeys and chickens arrived in perfect con- 
dition, the general comment being that it 
was a most attractive parcel of poultry in 
colour and condition of flesh and neat uniform 
appearance. It is understood that further 
shipments of similar quality are on the way, 
but these will not be sufficient to disturl 
the market.

Ireland in the News 


Dundalk’s AC velery. 


What are the large predaceous fish 
which have entered the Dundalk estuary? 
Opinions differ vastly. Some say grampus, 
others basking shark, while the fox shark 
or thresher has its adherents. It has been 
suggested that the fishermen affected by 
the loss of all the fish should go forth and 
slay some of their enemies, at least for 
identification; but the fishermen. say 
grampus, and quite rightly refuse to do 
anything except grumble. They are well 
advised if these creatures are grampus, 
Orca or killer whale, as they are also 
called. The killer is the freebooter of the 
seas. He and the sperm are the only 
predaceous whales, and his diet includes 
almost anything that swims, man included. 
Killers have been taken with as many as 
twelve large seals in their stomachs. They 
will play havoc with a shoal of fish, and 
on occasion they have been known to 
attack man with a ferocity as relentless as 
it is daunting. During the various ex- 
peditions to the Poles killers have tried to 
shatter the thin ice on which the travellers 
were walking. They succeeded in breaking 
the ice, and in one case it was touch and 
go with the official photographer. 


Ghe Basking Shark. 


If the marauders are basking sharks, 
they may be attacked with a certain 
amount of impunity; for these huge fish 
are very gentle when not molested. The 
great source of danger lies in their 
immense strength. Sluggish when left 
alone, they display great activity on the 
touch of a harpoon or spear, and will 
plunge madly downwards. In their 
struggles the boats may be smashed to 
atoms with ease unless big vessels are 
used, and a stroke of the tail of such a 
monster would slay at once the stoutest 
man alive. Formerly these creatures were 
hunted for the sake of the oil in the livers. 
These organs would often weigh half a ton. 
The usual size of the basking shark is from 
twenty to thirty feet. They are fairly 
common off the West coast of Ireland, 
where this industry was chiefly prosecuted. 
The thresher, or fox shark, will also prove 
hard to deal with, as the immensely long, 
powerful tail is often used as a weapon of 
defence as well as of aggression. 


‘Rugs and ‘Radiators. 


There is -an otherwise grey street in 
Dublin, and. for its entire length, on one 
side, the footpath is bordered by a row of 
cars. There are cars of every colour, but 
so tightly do they stand side by side that, 
to a casual passer, they look very much 
alike. Pass by on the opposite side, how- 
ever, where their facial expression may 
be seen, and you realise how great a 


difference a bonnet can make, even to a 


car. Some are dirty, some are bright; 
some are square or shaped like the prow 
of a ship, while here and there an elderly 
Morris faces the world boldly, and knows 
that the rounded bonnet will give her 
away in spite of the most skilful re 
When the first cold snap comes 
the waiting cars in that grey street lose 
their personality ; for then every radiator 
is covered snugly with a rug. There are 
plaid rugs and rugs of one colour, rose- 
coloured rugs, and rugs of vivid blue. 
There are “ Club ” rugs that proclaim the 
owner of those particular cars as ardent 
supporters of the Lansdowne Rugby team 
or of the stalwarts cf Trinity. In those 
davs when the east wind comes in gusts 
or there is a hint of frost in the afternoon 
air, the waiting cars Jose their personality, 
but the street is the brighter for those 
vivid rugs.

My travelling companion seemed to think 
that it was the most appropriate meeting- 
place he had ever read about. 


Claret ‘Bananas. 


I have just been sampling some claret 
bananas, which are seen very seldom in this 
country. They take their name from their 
colour, which ic almost the colour of 
claret. They are not grown commercially, 
but have a delightful flavour. Indeed, 
they are so luscious that a single banana 
is sufficient to satisfy the appetite of a 
normal person. Unlike the common green 
banana (Gros Michel), which turns yellow 
as it ripens, the claret variety hardly 
changes colour at all, and the state of 
its maturity can be gauged only by the 
softness of the pulp. The Gros Michel 
hunch may have as many as fourteen 
““hands ” on its stalk, but the claret 
bunch seldom has more than seven or 
eight. Friends to whom I offered samples 
hesitated at first to risk them, but, having 
overcome their fears, were unanimous in 
saying that the claret banana is a 


delicious fruit.

TO THE EDITOR OF TITE IRISH TIMES. 

Str, — Your correspondent, ‘ X.Y.Z.,” 
understates the facts when he states that the 
word ‘‘ senechal’’ has ‘‘ but little in common 
with Ireland.” It has simply nothing in 
common with Ireland, nor is it evea an Irish 
word. It is this which makes the Governor- 
General’s reported decision to assume this 
title so surprising, he being such an ardent 
supporter of the Irish language. A much 
more strictly correct title oa bs Apro-mhaopt 
meaning “‘high,”’ ‘‘chief,’’ or ‘‘ excellent” 
steward. 

‘* Seanescal”’ is simply the English word 
*‘seneschal’’ in Irish characters. The Eng- 
lish form is cognate with the modern Frene 
“genéchal,"" both of which are derived 
directly from the Qld French (Norman) 
“ seneschal,’’ which in turn descends from 
the Low Latin ‘“‘seniscalcus”’ (an old ser- 
vant), although some irreverent ones might 
claim its origin to be ‘‘ seniculus"’ (a little 
old man). he double ‘“‘c”’ or guttural is 

nerally accepted to denote that the Low 
atin term is itself of old Gothic origi 
i.¢., “‘sineigs’’ (old), and ‘‘skalke” or 
“achalka" (a servant). This latter word has 
its counterpart in the Old High German 
‘‘scalch"’ and the Anglo-Saxon ‘‘scearle.”’ 

The Fa originated by being the major- 
domo of the German barbarian princes who 
settled in the Roman Empire, and he was 
the direct predecessor of the powerful and 
at times notorious ‘‘ Mayors of the Palace ” 
of the Merovingian Kings. The post became 
prominent in France under the third or 
Capetian Dynasty, and was the chief of the 
five great offices of the State of the French 
Court from the eleventh century onwards. 
The duties of the seneschal are variously 
described as ' major regia domus”’ (major- 
domo of the Royal Household) and ‘‘ regia 
Fiancie procurator”’ (agent of the Kingdom 
of France). He had a “general right of 
supervision over the King’s service, and was 
commander-in-chief of the military forces. 
He also presided in the King’s Courts in the 
latter’s absence, not, as “‘ X.Y.7.” suggests, 
as some kind of minor magistrate, bat as 
head of the highest court, having co-equal 
powers with the King, In fact, the seneschal 
was regarded as. and accorded all the rights 
and privileges of, the second person of the 
realm. It is recorded that so great ultimately 
was the seneschal’s power that it became “a 
perpetual temptation to the vassal and a 
constant cause of jealousy to the King.” 

Under the Plantagenets attempts were 
made at various timés to raise the office to 
similar heights of power, but they were un- 
successful, the nearest approach to any such 
post being that of the Lord High Steward. 
It was this unbridled lust for power which 
eventually gled to the post being finally 
abolished at the Revolution. In later years, 
like many other words, the term ‘‘seneschal”’ 
has become generalised, and we find it to 
have been used indiscriminately and quite 
improperly to denote an ordinary bailiff, a 
gate or lodge porter, a cathedral official and 
even a lord mayor. 

_ Properly used, however, it has at all times 
implied an ‘‘old,’’ “senior,” ** trusted,”’ 
‘ experienced,”’ or “chief ”’ servant, steward 
or official. The recent studied and deliberate 
procedure and actions intended to belittle the 
rank cannot alter the fact that it does stand, 
and always has stood, literally as ‘‘ the 
senior or chief of all the King’s servants or 
officials.’’—Yours, etc.,

CREAMERY BUTTER. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
SIR,—We see by to-day’s Press that a 
deputation has met Dr. Kyan, Minister for 
Agriculture, and discussed with him the ques- 
tion of the present retail price of creamery 
butter. We note that the deputation was of the 
opinion that the price the consumers are now 
paying is too low. How this opinion could 
be arrived at we quite fail to grasp. At the 
present time there are roughly 100,000 ewts. 
of creamery butter and 14,000 ewts, of factory 
butter in stock in tho Free State—far more 
than at this time last year. To advance the 
price to the public in face of this—to say 
‘nothing of the fearful amount of unemploy- 
ment and the economic condition of the 
country—would be, we consider, most unjust. 
We can quite understand firms who have 
misjudged the market, and hold stocks of 
dear-bought, bntter, wanting to have the re- 
tail price advanced; but why should the 
consumer be made to suffer for their mistake? 
The present retail prices are quite high enough, 
especially when choicest EL Ni butter can 
be hought on the London market at 84s. We 
hope the Minister for Agriculture will not 
allow prices to be advanced, as, in the event 
Of an increase in price, consumption would 
fall considerably, and there would be a risk 
of a large guantity of butter being left in stock 
when the new season opens.—Yours, etc..

MEMORIAL DEDICATED

Pernice was the

Monkstown Parish Ghurch, Dublin, 
yesterday morning.

This new Monkstown Church was conse- 
crated in 1789, and served for 42 years, until 
it was re-opened in 1831, having been en- 
larged to meet the needs of the continually- 
growing population, It was in this enlarged 
church that they now worshipped.

A CCENTS and humour are, probably, the 


two things that cause most trouble io 

the film producers of to-day. Before 
the advent of sound films the intonations of 
a “‘star,’’ or even of a “satellite,” did not 
affect the film, and the humour, for the most 
part, was of the slapdash and ‘‘ custard- 
pie” variety. 

When the “' talkies” first became popular 
very few cinema-goers, with the exception of 
the “highbrow ” critics, worried about the 
nasal Americanisms which made up the 
dialogue. To-day we are gradually being 
educated to expect at least moderately good 


English from even the most Americanised vt 


the film “ stars.” 

Unfortunately there have been grave 
differences among the directors of Hollywood 
as to what is the correct English accent. 
We suffered from the imitation Cockney 
twang, and from the very much overdone 
‘Oxford accent,” which has been so 
frequently discussed. Then came the schools 
of elocution, and before long we heard, «n 
some films, at least, reasonably good English, 
but the schools did their work too well, and 
monotonous voices became almost depressing 
to the regular picture-goer. Only the natural- 
born English actors and actresses had any- 
thing like life in them, and with the constant 
improvement in the sound recording and pro- 
ducing apparatus, this has become very 
apparent to producers, Hence the increase in 
the British population of Hollywood, and also 
the steadily growing interest in English- 
made films. 

Another source of irritation to many was 
the “ Tallulah voice,” as we called it. The 
husky tones of Tallulah Bankhead, At first 
there was something of a charm about it— 
there invariably is when something fresh is 
given to the public. But of late far too many 
actresses have tried, with varying degrees of 
success, to imitate it. One of the most recent 
examples in Dublin was Marlene Dietrich in 
“Shanghai Express,” and, although the film 
was unusually goud, Miss Dietrich’s huskiness 

ame very tiring. 

The school of elocution is an undoubted 
necessity, but some attempt should be made 
by both pupils and teachers to get individu- 
ality expressed in a voice. After all, it is 
the small details that make up a personality. 


FILM HUMOUR. 


Humour on the films, as we know it to- 
day, is almost music hall in its type. We 
have comedians working in pairs, such as 
Laurel and Hardy, Wheeler and Wolsey, and 
Ralph Lynn and Tom Walls, and several 
other “' teams.” The first films of each 
“team ” are usually quite amusing, and then 
comes a train of others with that ‘‘same- 
ness,’ amounting almost to staleness, that 
depresses the filmgoer and casts the ** stars ”’ 
from the dizzy heights to which their pub- 
licity agents have raised them. It is virtually 
the same with the individual comedians— 
Charlie Chaplin, Harold Lloyd and Gene 
Gerrard. 

Humour—one might almost say “alleged 
humour ’’—is of the same type. Facial expres- 
sions, movements of hands, feet and body, 
and situations in which they are found rarely 
differ, and this becomes most tiring. Even 
worse is the ‘‘ wise-crack’’ type of humour, of 
which American films frequently have a sur- 
feit. One or two “‘ gags’’ brighten up a film, 
but a string of them pushed in irrelevantly 
with the thinnest of plots, will never make a 
film worth seeing. Is it not time 
that authors got a chance to write 
humorous film scenarios? There are several 
of the younger authors in England 
and America, in addition to a number who 
can do splendid work in France and Ger- 
many, for the film industries of their own 
countries. Perhaps the producers one day 
will realise this, and then we may see some 
humour that has not the very boring appear- 
ance of being ‘“‘ forced.’’

America pays great tribute to its attorneys, 
and this week the Savoy is showing ‘‘ The 
Mouthpiece’ (the American criminal’s name 
for counsel), undoubtedly a strong dramatic 
film, with Warren William as lawyer to a 
gang of criminals, and Sidney Fox as “ the 
girl in the piece.” Another feature in this 
programme, which Dublin audiences will en- 
oy, is ‘‘A Triumph of Song,” by Richard 
Tauber. 

Bigamy figures in two films at the Metro-

About Town,” have many “fans” in the 
city, but they have appeared in many films 
with far better oat less obvious plots. 
“ Almost Married,”’ in which Alexander 
Kirkland and Violet Hemming act well, is 
very thin in plot, and one realises early in 
the film the only possible end—the death of 
the villian. 

“Jerry and Joan”’ is the feature film at 
the Capitol, and the newspaper reporter, who 
appears to have become indispensable to 
American films, again makes his appearance 
ia the person of Fredric March, with Miss 
Sylvia Sidney. He writes a successful play 
for a woman he once loved, and this leads 
to estrangement with his wife. Mr. T. C. 
Reddin is also providing a very attractive 
stage presentation, which

Fuller, at the Grafton, is highly amusing.

A GREAT VIOLINIST. 


CELEBRITY CONCERT AT THE 
THEATRE ROYAL, 


Three artists of international reputation 
contributed the programme of the Celebrity 
Concert in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, last 
Saturday afternoon. Two of these, Florence 
Austral and Joseph Hislop, were more or 
less familiar to Dublin audiences, but, with- 
out disparagement to either, one can say that 
the main interest in the concert was the 
appearance of the violinist, Temianka, a 
young player who has been carrying musical 
Europe by storm. Shy and timorous as to 
how critical Dublin would take him, he 
made a slight alteration in his plans, playing 
first “La Folia,” a composition by Corelh, 
an oldItalian master of the seventeenth century. 
Temianka at once impressed by his confident 
style. Gone was the diffidence, and he 
became the great artist as he threw himself 
into the woth w He brought out a beautiful 
tone, und his bowing and stopping were 
perfect. 

It was, however, 
minor of Wieniawski, which he wisely 
reserved for the second part of the pro- 
gramme, that he revealed his exceptional 
powers. The opening movement, especially 
the latter portion of it, was just the sort of 
work to show off such command of 
technique—his control was wonderful in the 
exquisite treatment of the spiccato passages. 
Then, in the lovely Romance, there was a 
glorious richness and warmth of tone and a 
great sweep of bow. He had no reason to 
doubt how a Dublin audience had received his 
work: he was recalled again and again, and 
played quite a number of smaller pieces. 
including some Kreisler arrangements, 

Florence Austral is, of course, well known 
on these Celebrity Concert platforms, and 
she had a very enthusiastic reception. She 
immediately set everyone happy by her sinz- 
ing of the Tannhauser aria, ‘‘ Dich, theure 
Halle,” in which, even in the absence ef 
orchestral support and the stage setting and 
atmosphere, she impressed everyone with her 
ability as a Wagnerian singer. She revelled 
in the exacting work. In her first group she 
sang also four songs by Richard Strauss, of 
which ‘“‘Standchen”’ left the outstanding 
impression. Her treatment of the lovely 
serenade, in which she showed wonderful 
control and atmosphere, was really amazing— 
the manner in which she closed down the 


a striking evidence of the superb control 
under which she has the voice. Her rendering 
of the air, “ Suicidio,”’ from Ponchielli’s '' La 
Gioconda,”’ was a beautiful piece of interpre- 
tation, and by contrast was followed by the 
mad dancing song of “The Sleigh,” by 
Moussorgsky. She also was recalled again 
and again, and sang a number of additional 
songs, including the striking ‘‘ Everywhere | 
go, of Easthope Martin. 

Mr, Joseph Hislop, the Scottish tenor, who 
has earned such a high reputation on the 
Continent, and is expected to figure pro- 
minently on the London operatic stage in the 
coming season, suggested in his singing that 
the operatic stage was his true field. His 
first group was reed to French and Italian 
pieces, starting with the Aubade from Lalo’s 
“Le Roi d'Ys.” In this the singer showed 
fine control of the head voice. There was

who was the accompanist for the afternoon, 
and played with beautiful understanding. He 
was the perfect accompanist for Temianka, 
and later showed exquisite touches in his 
accompaniment of the different ballads sung. 
It was a very enjoyable afternoon.

STATEMENT alleged’ to have been 

made by the prisoner to the effect 

that he was ‘‘ wanted”’ in man rts 
of the Free State, including Dublin a Cork, 
.was read at a special Court here to-day, when 
Joseph Peet, a well dressed young Englisi- 
man, was charged on five counts with break- 
ing and entering, and attempting to break 
and enter, several business houses in Water- 
ford and ‘ramore, including the Tramore 
Post Cffice, from which a sum of nearly £20 
was taken. 

It ‘was stated in the course of the hearing 
that there were, in all, forty-three charzes 
against Peet. which would be taken into con- 
sideration when he appeared before the next 
Waterford Circuit Court. 


** THE GAME IS UP.” 
_ Sergeant Murphy said that when he first 
interviewed the prisoner, Peet said that his 
name was De Vere. Later he said: ‘ You 
have called my hand. The game is up. I’m 
your man. ['m an ex-convict on licence. 
Scotland Yard will tell you all about it,” 

The witness then read a confession alleged 
te have been made and signed by Peet. It 
set forth that the prisoner came to: Ireland 
five months azo, and stayed at the Kensing- 
ton Hotel, Belfast, here was nothing 
against him in the North. At Skerries he 
Stayed at the Grand Hotel, and left without 
paying a bill of £4. He broke into White's 
hosiery factory there and stole £6, a gold 
watch and a medal. At Lucan he broke into 
a woollen factory and took £15. He also 
broke into Portmarnock Railway Station. He 
saw that someone else was charged with t] at 
offence, and he wrote to the party in question 
about it. At Cork and Midleton he broke 
into the railway station and a woollen shop. 

“ At Tramore,” the statement added, “I 
got a conSiderable sum of money at the Post 
Office."’ 

Sergeant Murphy said that when the 
accused man was searched he had several 
kevs and a chisel in his possession,

Galway Carters’ Strike. 


Not Satisfied with Big 


Earnings. 


From OUR Own Corresponpent. 
GALWAY, Saturday. 
FY the sinn statements in regard to 


the wages which Galway carters en- 

gaged in road work schemes in Galway 
are paid were made at a special meeting of 
the Galway County Council to-day. 

The meeting discussed the strike of 90 
carters, early in the week, who were engaged 
to cart material for the making of a new 
road from Dominick street to Salthill. The 
strike affected over 200 men, the majority 
being of the ordinary labouring class. 

Mr. Kennedy, County Surveyor, said that 
the carters were paid at the rate of ls. 6d. 
per ton for one half of the road and 2s. for 
the other half. The men struck work, and 
went to the County Council offices and de- 
manded 2s, 6d. for one section of the road 
and 2s. for the second section. He could not 
accede to their demand, and the work was 
completely held up. 

He would be very slow to advise the 
County Council to accede to the request of 
the carters in view of the moneys earned by 
the carters. A family who had three carts 
on the road in connection with this work 
drew between them over £22 in seven days. 
A man who drew fourteen loads was able te 
earn 288. in one day. The average amounts 
paid to carters were from 15s. to 28s. per 
day, but apparently they did not regard that 
as sufficient. 

Mr. Corbett suggested a flat rate for the 
carters of 10s. per day, the agitators not to 
be employed. He would also ask the Council 
to authorise Mr. Kennedy to employ motor 
lorries if he considered it necessary. 

It was unanimously decided that the 
County Surveyor employ carters at 10s. per 
day, and that if he finds it necessary to 
procure lorries he be authorised to do so. 

It is expected that the carters will call a 
meeting on Monday to discuss the decision 
of.the Council. 

The estimated cost of the road is £6,000, 
of which £1,000 is a free grant.

BELFAST ROPEWORKS. 

The special resolution which was recently 
passed by this company to authorise a return 
of chattel to the extent of £24 per Ordinary 
share—as announced on October 1 last~has 
now received the sanction of the Court.

Investment brokers 
report quite busy conditions, but the reverse 
is the case in the more speculative depart- 
ments of the “house.’ It is apparent that 
money is steadily flowing into the Funds as 
well as the prior-charge stocks of sound home 
industrial undertakings (says Zhe Ubserver). 
More than passing interest is also directed to 
the equity stocks of home concerns, particu- 
larly the securities of companies which have 
been able to pay reguiar dividends through- 
out the bad times. Speculation is, however, 
in abeyance. This is illustrated in the most 
erratic course toilowed by South African gold 
shares. despite the high premium ruling for 
the metal. ‘The activity in West Africans has 
subsided, and there is less doing. in West 
Australian gold shares. The market for Oil 
shares is also subdued, partly owing to the 
position between the Fersian Government and 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Company. Evidence 
has been forthcoming of late that certain oil 
companies are enjoying more prosperous con- 
ditions, and some had been able to return to 
the dividend list after a short absence. The 
fact is that while the war debt problems re- 
main unsolved there is no incentive to em- 
bark upon speculative commitments, and 
markets are, however, a prey to rumour- 
mongers, with the inevitable depressing effect 
upon market values. It is mouebabee that 
holders of dividend-paying South African gold 
shares will be frightened out of their invest- 
ments as a result of the present state of the 
market. 


WARING AND GILLOW. 

Waring and Gillow (1932), Ltd., has been 
registered as a public company to acquire the 
undertaking of Waring and Gillow, Ltd. (in- 
corporated in 1912), to adopt an agreement

GOLD SHARES RELAPSE. 

So far as the set-back in the shares of 
gold-producing companies was due to the 
closing of speculative commitments, it can have 
afforded no ground for surprise. Many 
operators had substantial profits in sight, and 
some had special reasons for ‘‘ cashing-in”’ 
before the year-end (writes TÁe Sunday 
times), So far as the set-back arose from 
the circulation of rumours as to almost 
universal abandonment of the gold standard, 
it was the outcome of ill-founded fright. In 
the highly improbable event of America and 
France following the suggested course, the 
result would simply be an inflation of the 
currency. More dollars or francs would be 
required to purchase an ounce of gold—as 
more pounds sterling are now. It would 
constitute an enormous ‘‘ bull point”’ for gold 
shares. As mentioned last week, we look for 
the continuance of a “gold premium” of 
greater or lesser extent for some considerable 
time. A recovery in the £ postulates, of 
course, a reduction in the sterling price of 
the metal. Gold still stands more than £2 
per oz, above the normal level. An additional 
£1 only would represent a substantial accre- 
tion to the profits of producing companies. 
The fall has in many cases been overdone.

American wealth, the immense scaling down 
of foreign bonds, the fall of 50 per cent. or 
more in the value of the world’s industrial 
securities, and the fact. that possessors of 
money can get little or no interest for its 
use, are all associated with loss to the farmer 
and his labourers on their crops and the in- 
ability of those who mine anything except 
gold to get adequate reward for their capital 
and them exertions, There is, then, no 
greater or more urgent thing than a change 
for the better in commodities. Can it be 
brought about? Inflation is the only way to 
cause a swift change in the direction of 
commodity prices. I am not afraid of using 
that word. I believe inflation is necessary 
and that we shall have to use it. There can 
be no harm now in inflating. For many 
years. deflation has had its way, and it has 
left us in a pitiful state. In Britain the 
times are propitious for a daring policy. We 
are not tied to gold. We have resources 
available. Our banking system is the 
healthiest in the world, with less frozen 
credit than ever since the war. It is not in 
Bank of England currency that the new 
policy should begin. What is needed is that 
the Bank should inform all other banks that 
they may lend with confidence for the 
stimulation of trade and prices; that it is no 
longer interested in keeping commodity 
prices down; that means for modernisation 
of plant and for public works will be found. 
The Bank should use its own credit to 
crease the basis of credit throughout the 
country, and should give assurance that there 
will be cash for every approved scheme of 
capital expenditure.

War Debts and Chaos. 
Great Britain, in accordance with ex- 
pectations, has decided to honour her 
bond. Originally she asked the United 
States Government to open a fresh dis- 
cussion on the whole matter of War debts, 
and meanwhile to postpone the payment of 


the instalment due on December 15th— 


next Thursday. The United States replied 
that she recognised the force of Britain's 


matter anew, but that the December instal- 
ment ought to be paid. Now Britain has 
accepted the American point of view a~ | 
has arranged for the transfer of her debt. 
The Note, which we print to-day, ex- 
presses acceptance of America’s general 
attitude and announces that the debt will 
be paid. It makes, however, certain 
reservations. The payment, it says, must 
not be regarded as a resumption of the 
annual payments which were interrupted 
by the Hoover moratorium. Great Britain 
intends to regard it as a capital payment, 
and demands that it must be included in 
any final reckoning. In all probability, 
a similar reservation will be made by 
France when she states her case to 
Washington. The French Government, 
like the British, has made up its mind to 
pay, and to-day M. Herriot will defend his 
decision against the attack of a section of 
the Chamber of Deputies. This attack may 
not be so formidable as people have ex- 
pected ; for there is reason to believe that 
French opinion on the subject of War 
debts has mellowed considerably during 
the past week, and M. Herriot is as likely 
as not to be backed by a majority in the 
Chamber. 

As we write, an American reply to the 
British Note has been received. It 
dislikes the British reservations, but the 
main issue of the case is unaffected. 
Britain will pay her instalment: France 
is certain to pay hers. Both have dis- 
charged their obligations with punctilious 
honour, and it rests with the United 
States, whatever technical objections may 
be raised in or out of Congress, to pull 
her weight for the world’s prosperity. No 
leading economist of to-day has a good 
word to say on behalf of the existing 
system of War debts; and the intelligent 
American public affairs 
realises that the system, if continued, 
must work unknown harm. If America 
requires a monument, she can look around 
her. She will see the result of the War 
debt system in closed factories, in armies 
of hunger-marchers, in the bread lines 
that infest every large city. She will see 
the Middle-Western farmers—who cry 
most loudly of all against any remission 
of Europe’s debt—burning their grain 
because they can do nothing else with it. 
If she is wise, America will understand 
that the prime cause of her own 
distress is the very system of War 
debts which her unenlightened population 
is anxious to perpetuate. No country on 
‘earth is wholly free to-day from the 
incubus of: War debts; but the chief 
sufferer is the United States herself. Any 
apparent altruism that she may display 
towards Europe will be the best of good 
turns to her own people. 

President Hoover, in unofficial concert 
with Mr, Roosevelt, has promised already 
that the question of War debts shall be 
re-opened. The vital necessity now is speed,

must forgive Britain a substantial share of 
her War debt, or Britain must approach 
her European debtors for a resumption 
of the payments which she provisionally 
forgave them at Lausanne. The second 
course would involve a return to the 
wretched uncertainty which prevailed in 
Europe last year. Since Mr. Hoover's 
moratorium promised respite, conditions 
in Europe have not improved; actually 
they have deteriorated, and the deteriora- 
tion would have become chaos if the relief 
afforded at Lausanne had not checked the 
downward rush. If Great Britain is com- 
pelled to press for payment from her 
continental debtors, they in turn will 
press the countries which owe them money. 
Reparations will be revived ; Germany will 
be cast into bankruptcy; every credit 
system will go by the board, and condi- 
tions will be ten times worse than they 
were a year ago.

The Court of Humour. 


During this week the first champion- 
ship of British humour will be held in 
London. The arrangements for the 
occasion are simple. Man after man will 
rise and tell a funny story, and when 
all have done a silver challenge bow] and 
twenty other prizes will be distributed to 
the merry fellows who have excelled the 
rest in drollery. Situated as we are, with 
three hundred miles of land and water 
between ourselves and the contestants in 
this jocular strife, we can wish it well 
with an open mind; but we can imagine 
no entertainment from which we would 
be excused more willingly. The world’s 
stock of humour, according to statisticians, 
is made up of twenty-six jokes, of which 
nineteen are unsuitable for polite society. 
Imagination staggers to contemplate an 
evening spent in elegant variations of the 
remaining seven. It is provided that, if the 
quips and wanton wiles of the competitors 
become too wanton, a gong will be struck 
and the blushing offender will resume his 
seat. Yet, while the grim formality of 
the arrangements sounds chill upon the 
ear on a bleak December day, the 
championship springs from a _ worthy 
design, since it has been organised to 
combat the lack of humour which its pro- 
moters find almost everywhere. If the 
contest, taken as a supreme triumph of the 
post-war conscience which has led us to 
organise our affairs, ,and even our 
pleasures, with a massive seriousness, is 
itself a contradiction of the thesis that the 
world is without humour, yet we must 
applaud every attempt to raise the 
populace to an understanding of the 
proper levities of life. Our fear, however, 
is that the present occasion is unlikely to 
add to the permanent gaiety of Britain. 
The fusillade of jokes which will fall upon 
the ravished ears of the listeners on 
Wednesday must be prepared carefully 
in advance, and thus the humorists will 
be unable to achieve that spontaneity 
which is at the root of the world’s most 
cherished mots. If Dr. Mahaffy and 
Father Healy found themselves in such 
an atmosphere, we cannot believe that 
either would bear away the silver challenge 
bowl. Again, a joke in season is a 
luxury; a number of jokes at a time is 
excess. If the laughter of the London 
audience survives ten or twelve of the 
humorous sallies of the Englishman, the 
Scotsman and the Irishman, we may 
believe that the god of unreason is seated 


irremovably upon his throne.

Flight From Winter. 


Our London Letter reports a disquieting 
movement in bird circles; the old Romans 
would have used the word “ sinister.’’ 
About this time of year many sorts of 
birds in our own, and higher, latitudes 
fly southward to Mediterranean countries, 
seeking refuge from the rigours of a 
northern winter. We are told that within 
the last fortnight these departures have 
been unusually large. Wild geese, ducks, 
pigeons, cranes and other birds have flown 
southwards in great numbers across the 
North Sea and English Channel. More- 
over, the exodus has revealed such a 
quality of urgency that it is described as 
a ‘“‘rout” rather than a _ disciplined 
migration of the normal kind. We hope 
that local ornithologists will give us their 
testimony on the matter, and we shall be 
relieved to learn that the English reports 
have been overdrawn. Birds are not 
politicians (outside Aristophanes); it is 
not to be supposed that they are taking 
hurried flight to untaxed and untariffed 
countries—even if any such are to be 
found in our brave, new world. On the 
other hand, birds are excellent weather- 
prophets. This exceptional migration— 
if it be a fact—probably means that the 
geese and cranes are fleeing from an 
uncommonly bad winter in our own 
islands. The east winds of the last few 
days, indeed, have given us a foretaste of 
climatic hardship. Our poorer classes 
never were in worse plight to resist a 
severe winter, and it will be a real 
misfortune if Generals January and 
February, armed cap-d-pie, decide to 
complete the havoc of Mr. de Valera’s 
economic war. In the meanwhile, how- 
ever, there is a message of good cheer for 
those smaller birds—the finch and linnet 
breeds—which, a few months hence, will 
be flying northward again from their 
southern retreats. As everybody knows, 


annually in enormous numbers by the 
peasants of Italy and France; and 
appalling execution has been done on the 
Island of Capri, where the birds rest in 
hundreds of thousands.

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Trawlers’ Federation, — 
mands that a much. greater measure 
of protection shall be given to the 
home industry. Drastic efíorts, indeed, 
are required ; for the British industry has 
been declining for a long time. It is 
difficult to say precisely what is wrong. 
Britain’s fishing fleets are large and well- 
equipped—in comparison with those of the 
Free State—to deal with any foreign com- 
petition, and the poaching menace is less 
acute there than it is on this side of the 
Channel. At all events, no other industry 
has been hit so severely. Numerous ports 
which used to be a hive of activity are 
encumbered to-day with the trawlers which 
do not put out to sea because it is not 
worth their while. The crews are con- 
stantly unemployed, and their families are 
in serious want. Perhaps, the imposition 
of prohibitive duties will do something to 
relieve the industry. Indications at the 
present time are more favourable to the 
Free State’s fishermen than to those of 
Britain. A hearty effort is being made to 
set the Irish industry on a sound, 
“ rationalised ’’ basis. The need of 
‘rationalisation ” is not so great in 
England, but the need of protection, if we 
may judge from the import figures, is 
urgent, 


THE GIANT 
CUNARDER. 


HOPES OF RESUMPTION 
OF WORK.

Following a conference that took place 
at the week end between officials of the 
Cunard Co. and Messrs. John Brown, the 
shipbuilders, high hopes are held at Glas- 
gow that work will be resumed at Clyde- 
bank early in the new year on the hull 
of No. 534, the giant Cunarder. 

It is stated that negotiations have been 
proceeding with regard to financial 
assistance, and that the outcome is re 
garded as hopeful. 

“One thing is certain. That is, that 
work will not be restarted before the new 
year,” a member of the Cunard staff told 
a reporter at Glasgow yesterday. ‘‘I ex- 
pect that when work is restarted it will be 
after January 9. Messrs. John Brown 
and Co. are in a position to resume opera 
tions within two days’ notice. They hare 
their list of suspended workmer. ready for 
use in the event of a restart.”’ 

It was also reported on Clydeside 
yesterday’ that Messrs. John Brown and 
Co. had the contract, or would be given 
the contract, for a second Cunarder. 

When this was put to the member of the 
Cunard staff at Glasgow he stated that 
there was no doubt that the company 
would require two ships in order to main- 
tain an efficient service between this 
country and America. 

“ You see,” he said, “ the Cunard Com. 
pany realise that their foreign competitors 
who have built ocean greyhounds will be 
given the mails, which is a big contract for 
any shipping company. If assistance is 
forthcoming, then a definite pronounce- 
ment will be made regarding the second 
Cunarder.”’ 

Clydebank is awaiting with keen ex. 
pectancy anv new developments, and the 
feeling in the district is more hopeful 
than it has ever been since work was sus- 
pended on the vessel exactly a year ago. 

No information on the matter was avail- 
able at the Liverpool headquarters of the 
Cunard Company last night.

' As a result of representations made to 
him, to the effect that the position 
arising out of the recent award of the Irish 
Railway Wages Board might lead to a 
railway strike, the Minister for Industry 


and Commerce met representatives of the 


railway unions concerned, and subse- 
quently discussed the position with 
directors of the Great Southern and Great 
Northern Railway Companies. The Govern- 
ment carefully considered the situation, 
and decided to put forward a proposal 
which it hoped would be acceptable to all 
p The proposal was made in the 
loliowing terms :— 

si With a view to preventing a strike 
of the employes of the railways of the 
Saorstat, the Government propose that the 
operation of the award of the Irish Rail- 
way Wages Board, dated 25th November, 
in so far as it affects railway employés in 
the Saorstat, shall be deferred until April 
S0th, 1933. In the event of the railway 
companies concerned accepting this pro- 
posal, the Government undertake, subject 
to the provision of the necessary funds by 
the Oireachtas, to pay to the Great 
Southern Railways Company a sum equi- 
valent to the saving which the operation 
of the award would effect during the period 
from the 26th December, 1932, to the 30th 
April, 1933, and to pay to the Great 
Northern Railway Company, the Sligo, 
Leitrim and Northern Counties Railway 
Company, the Londonderry and Lough 
Swilly Railway Company, the County 
Donegal Railways Joint Committee, and 
the Dundalk, Newry and Greenore Rail- 
way Company, a sum, in each case 
equivalent to the saving which would be 
effected during the same period, by the 
operation of the award in respect of em- 
pioyes whose headquarters or dépéts are 
in the Saorstat. The sum in each case 
would be determined by the Government 
in consultation with the company con- 
cerned. A payment calculated on the 
same basis would be made to the Com- 
bare of the Irish Railway Clearing 
oe this proposal is made subject to the

- (ó) That during the period until 
April 30th, 1933, no further notices « f 
dismissal of staff whose headquarters. or 
depots are in the Saorstat will be issued 
by the railway companies,’

ISSUES DISCUSSED BY |

[rish members of the National Union

But the ''cuts” were not going to be 
enforced in the Irish Free State until 
May 1st. The men from southern branches 
had, therefore, no mandate to vote for a 
withdrawal of labour. 


NORTHERN QUESTION, 


Upon the question of the North the 
delegates could take one of three deci- 
sions. 

They could decide that, as Ireland had 
been considered as a whole in railway 
wage negotiations up to the present, an 
All-Ireland settlement must secured. 
They could decide that, as the Great 
Southern Railway Company was prepared 
to conclude a separate settlement with its 
workers, a strike on that system would be 
of no assistance to the workers on the 
Great Northern Railways and the other 
systems wholly or partially affected by the 
“cut.” In that case they could decide 
upon a stoppage on all lines except the 
Great Southern Railways. 

Alternatively they could decide upon a 
stoppage in the Six-County area oftily.

missals were debated from 10 a.m. until 
12.50, when the conference adjourned. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. 


LEMASS, 


During the adjournment a deputation 
from the three railway unions interviewed 
Mr. Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, on the situation. 

The deputation also saw Mr. J. B. 
Stephens, general manager, Great 
Northern Railway, in order to find out if 
there was any possibility of including the 
whole of the Great Northern Railway 
system in the settlement. 


AN IMPORTANT POINT, 


The outcome of these interviews was 
communicated to the National Union of 
Railwaymen's delegates when they re- 
assembled at 2.50 p.m. 

The meeting, 1 understand, considered 
that one of the most important points at 
issue had been evaded by the companies 
when they refused to give an undertaking 
regarding dismissals. 

It was proposed that the conference 
should stand adjourned until the 18th inst. 
to enable the delegates to get a complete 
mandate, and to allow the position regard- 
ing the North, as well as the question of 
possible dismissals to be examined more 
fully. | 

It is understood that Mr. Lemass will 
approach the companies upon this latter 
point...

“ The fis. amr tai appreciates the action 
of the Irish Free State Government in its 
efforts to prevent a railway crisis at this 
stage, but is unable to accept the unsatis- 
factory. and provocative attitude of the 
Great Southern Railways regarding the

GENEVA, Sunday. 


ERMANY has signed the draft 

formula on the armaments equality 

claim whieh was negotiated yesterday, and 
which is satisfactory to France. 

The German representatives will, there- 
fore, be :‘%le once more to take part in 
the Disarmament Conference, after about 
five months of “going slow,’’ necessitated 
by the German action in withdrawing from 
the Conference on the ground that, unless 
she was to have equal rights, the Dis- 
armament Conference decisions could not 
apply to her. 

is morning the representatives of 
France, Italy, Germany and the United 
States met once again with Mr. Macdonald, 
who played a large part yesterday in the 
working out of the formula, and they 
stayed to lunch with him. 


THE DECLARATION. 


Thus ends an impasse that at one time 
threatened to wreck the whole Disarma- 
ment Conference. 

The declaration is as follows :— 

1—The Governments of the United 
Kingdom, France and Italy have declared 
that one of the principles that should 
guide the Conference of Disarmament 
should be the grant to Germany and the 
other Powers who are to disarm by treaty 
of equality of rights, a system hte should 
provide security for all nations; and that 


this principle should find itself embodied 


in the Convention containing the conclu- 
sion of the Disarmament. Conference. 
The declaration implies that the respec- 
tive limitations on the armaments of all 
States should be included in the proposed 
Disarmament Convention, It is clearly 
understood that the methods of application 
of such equality of rights will be Stkcnased 
by the Conference. 


BACK TO CONFERENCE. 

2—On the basis of this declaration 
Germany has signified her willingness to 
resume her place at the Disarmament Con- 
ference. 

5—The Governments of the United 
Kingdom, Frances Germany and Italy are 
ready to join in solemn reaffirmation, to 
be made by all European States, that they 
will not under any circumstances attempt 
to resolve, either in the present or in the 
future, difficulties between the signatories 
by resorting to force. 

This shall be done without prejudice to 
future discussion on the question of 
security. 

4— The five Governments of the United 
States and the United Kingdom, France, 
Germany and Italy declare that they are 
resolved to co-operate in the Conference, 
with the help of their representatives, in 
seeking without delay to work out a con- 
vention which would effect a substantial 
reduction in limitation of armaments, 
with provision for future revision with a 
view to further reduction. 

This agreement, which is considered in 
Berlin to be @ great success for Germany’s 
disarmament policy, came as a surprise to 
political quarters. 


TREATY REVISION. 

The telephone between Geneva and 
Berlin was in constant use late last night 
and again this morning. Baron von 
Neurath rang up General von Schleicher, 
the Chancellor, several times, and had 
long talks with him. The Chancellor also 
saw President von Hindenburg this morn- 
ing, and it was after the situation had 
been explained to him that instructions 
were given telephonically to the German 
Foreign Minister to sign the agreement. 

This Geneva agreement means, in the 
German official view, that the revision of 
the disarmament stipulations of the Treaty 
of Versailles has been initiated, and that 
Part 5 of the treaty can no longer be re- 
garded as a special stipulation’ against 
Germany ; for if Germany has equal rights 
then the disarmament forced upon her 
must also apply to other nations. 

Part 5 of the Versailles Treaty can, 
therefore, only be maintained if its in- 
dividual stipulations also- apply to the 
nations taking part in the Disarmament 
Conference. 

Satisfaction is also expressed in German 
official circles at the fact that the equality 
problem has also been solved for the other 
disarmed nations ; for the Geneva declara- 
tion specifically speaks of “ all Etates.’’ 


MR. MACDONALD'S 
TRIUMPH. 

Looking a very tired man, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald embarked on the train to-night 
for London. The strain of the last ten 
days, which have included a dash to Paris 
and back, have told upon the Prime 
Minister. He has the satisfaction of 
knowing, however, that. he leaves behind 
in Geneva a general and unanimous chorus 
of praise for his success in bringing about 
the return of Germany to the Disarmament 
Conference. 

The next important step which is 
envisaged is the meeting of the Five 
Powers about January 15th. This and 
future meetings of the Five Powers will be 
attended by Mr. Arthur Henderson, chair- 
man of the Disarmament Conference. — It 
is proposed that these Five-Power talks 
should continue so as to help away any 
difficulties that may arise during the 
course of the Conference. The plan, which 
bears the name of Mr. Norman Davis, the 
United States delegate, will probably be 
among the points discussed when the Five 
Powers meet in January, the idea being to 
secure a crystallisation of the results 
achieved, so as to clear the course for 


future activities.

MAHATMA REQUESTED 

TO CEASE FASTS. 

, 
From Revrer's ConngsPoNspDENT, 
POONA, Sunday. 
IGOROUS protests against Mr. 
Gandhi’s fasts, undertaken as a 
means of securing reforms, were voiced at 
the conference of Maharashtr: Hindus 
here to-day. 

Charging the Hindus with allowing one 
man alone to decide all public questions, 
Jamnadas Mehta, the President of the 
conference, declared: ‘‘As if that evil were 
insufficient, Mr. Gandhi has latterly been 


claiming that all he says, does and feels 
is done in the presence of God. To crown 


all, he started fasting unto death in the 


name of God. 

“The simple consequence of this,” said 
Jamnadas Mehta, ‘‘is the total suspension 
of judgment, the paralysis of reason, and 
the emergence of absolute credulity is the 
affairs of the country. The very notion 
of his. dying sends a thrill of horror 
through our hearts, coercing us into 
silence and surrender.’’ 


UNTOUCHABILITY CRUX. 

The conference decided to request Mr. 
Gandhi to cease using this method of 
coercion, and this attitude is definitely 
supported by the Maharashtra Chamber 
of Commerce. , 

The rising tide of public feeling against 
one-man control is making itself felt 
generally, and alongside of it is the grow- 
ing weight of orthodox opinion against 
throwing the temples open to ‘‘ untouch- 
ables.”’ | 

In this connection it is significant that 
an attempt made this afternoon by the 
orthodox Hindus to muzzle a resolution 
advocating the admission of ‘‘ untouch- 
ables’’ to the temples failed only by a 
narrow margin. 

The whole situation, in fact, appears to 
be rapidly moving towards a crisis as a 
result of the Poona conference.

THE BRITISH 
PAYMENT. 


In an editorial article The Times re- 
marks :—The Government have wisely lost 
no time in replying to the American Note 
of last week, and in putting an end to all 
uncertainty about their attitude. The 
amount owing to the United States 
Treasury on Thursday on account of War 
debt will be paid by the British Govern- 
ment the day on which it falls due, and 
it will be paid in gold, “ as being in the 
circumstances the least prejudicial of the 
methods open to them.’’ It is, however, 
made clear in the Note that this '“ is not 
to be regarded as a resumption of the 
annual payments contemplated by the 
present agreement.’’ The British Govern- 
ment, for reasons which they have already 
placed on record, are convinced that the 
system of inter-governmental War debt 
payments which had been suspended on 
President Hoover's initiative “ cannot be 
revived without disaster,” and in their last 
Note the Américan Government agreed 
that the whole subject should be re- 
examined between the two Governments. 

Payment is being made on Thursday 
because there has not been time for. this 
discussion to take place, and because the 
American Government have stated that, in 
their opinion, such payment would help 
the discussion. “This procedure,’’ the 
Note adds, ‘‘ must obviously be excep- 
tional and abnormal, and His Majesty's 
Government desire to urge upon the United 
States Government the importance of an 
early exchange of views with the object of 
concluding the proposed discussion before 
15th June next, in order to obviate the 
risk. of a general breakdown of exist- 
ing inter-governmental agreements.’’ It is 
understood that there will be no need for 
a supplementary Budget, since the 
Government propose to treat as a capital 
payment the 95,500,000 dollars worth of 
gold which they are placing to the credit 
of the United States Treasury. 

After observing that there will be 
general agreement that, in all circum- 
stances, the Government have taken the 
right course,. both in deciding to pay and 
also in emphasising the necessity of a 
revision ‘before the next payment falls 
due, The Times continues:—To pay on 
December 15 might be taken as implying 
consent to continue paying indefinitely, in 
spite of the evils this course would 
inevitably bring upon the whole world. 
To refuse to pay would have been still 
more disastrous. For Great Britain to 
refuse to honour a legal obligation without 
a prior agreement with her creditor would 
have been to set an example which 
creditors throughout the world would have 
been only too ready to follow. It might 
well have brought down the whole edifice 
of international credit, which has already 
been so dangerously undermined, The 
Government have undoubtedly done right 
in refusing to default. It is equally clear 
that they have done right in coupling the 
announcement of their intention to pay 
with a plain intimation that they regard 
this FAI: not as a resumption of the 
instaiments, but as a payment on account 
of a final settlement. They have the 
whole weight of public opinion behind 
them in pressing for “ an early exchange 
of views,” in order to ensure that a settle- 
ment shall be. reached before the next 
payment is due on June 15, and “to 
obviate the risk of a general breakdown of 
existing inter-governmental agreements.”’

DOCUMENTS SENT TO. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


R. W. T. COSGRAVE announced, at 
a Cumann na nGaedheal Convention 
held in Cork yesterday, that an action is 
about to be instituted in the courts which 
it is hoped will finally dispose of the claim 
of the Free State Government to mis- 
appropriate the land purchase annuities 
as revenues of State; will compel 
the Government to obey the law and per- 
form their statutory duties; and wil! 
prevent the Land Commission from 
collecting or enforcing collection of land 
annuities so long as statutory requirements 
are not being complied with. 

“ That action,” said Mr. Cosgrave, ‘‘has 
already been constituted, the draft writ 
has been prepared, and the documents 
have been sent to the Attorney-General for 
his fiat to allow the proceedings to be in- 
stituted. We will, therefore, be in a I 
fion to have a decision from our own Írish 
courts on these matters. The questions 
will be determined in an action brought by 
the Irish tenant purchasers against Irish 
departments of State and heard before 
Irish judges. The terrible state of un- 
certainty in which the farmer now finds 
himself will be ended, and, at least, he 
will know where he stands.’’ 

Mr. Cosgrave added that the farmers on 
whose behalf this action was being brought 
were not concerned with the rights or 
wrongs of the British Government. They 
were concerned with saving their industry 
from ruin and their homes from being 
broken up, and they were determined that 
the time had arrived when the Govern- 
ment, which so lamentably failed in its 
appreciation of its duty to the country, 
should be replaced by a Government which 
will have their interests at heart, and 
which will be in a position to settle that 
disastrous dispute. i 


TITLE TO LAND. 

Mr. Cosgrave, who was accorded an 
ovation by nearly one hundred delegates in 
Cork Courthouse, said, in the course of his 
address, that when any reductions are 
secured in annuity payments correspond- 
ing velief must be given to the annuitants, 
and these reductions or remissions must in 
no way affect or damage any farmer's title 
to his land. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal Party had 
never claimed the farmers’ purchase 
annuities as State revenue, and they in- 
tended to do everything possible to see 
that the lands continued as the private 
property of the farmers. The next most 
important element in their policy was to 
negotiate a trade agreement with Great 
Britain which would secure the return of 
the market which the pernicious policy of 
the present Government had destroyed. 

National taxation, he continued, must 
be radically reduced to enable industry, 
manufacture and commerce to afford em- 
ployment, and a comprehensive settlement 
of all matters outstanding with Great 
Britain must be made, especially in the 
interests of the working classes, upo ' 
whom tke brunt of all wars, economic or 
otherwise, so unjustly falls. Some tariffs 
imposed will be found to have justified 
themselves ; others quite clearly must im- 
pose a burden upon the community and 
particularly on farmers. These must be 
lifted at the earliest possible moment. 
Others, again, must be fully investigatc 
and dealt with, due regard being paid to 
the interests of the workers and of the ; 
who have made genuine investments, 


SPECULATION. 

“ To contrast the two policies,”’ he c3- 
tinued, “- the Government over which I 
presided made tariffs an investment policy 
for industrialists, whereas politically aud 
industrially the Fianna Fail Government 
has adopted a speculation policy.

QUEENSTO WN, Sunday. 

‘An easterly gale of great intensity, to- 
gether with mountainous seas, has = 
experienced off the Southern ris 
coast since Monday last, and shows no signs 
of abating. All outgoing coastal sea-traffic 
from Cork is held up, a number of coasters 
and colliers, totalling sixteen vessels, now 
being at anchor in Cork Harbour, where 
they are sheltering until the weather mode- 
yates. On Friday afternoon a Jull in the 
storm caused several oí the vessels to put to 
sea. but the majority ‘of these returned to 
harbeur again that. night, reporting on ar- 
rival that huge seas and a fierce easterly gale 
had been experienced as soon as they had 
rounded Roches Point, the eastern extremity 
of the mouth of Cork Harbour, against which 
little or no progress could be made. : 

The White Star motor vessel, Georgie, 
from New. York and Halifax, arrived at 
Cork at 6 o’clock last evening, six hours be- 
hind schedule, She had been delayed by a 
strong gale and heavy seas in the Atlantic. 

The following are among the vessels now 
sheltering in Cork Harbour :—Majfrid (897 
tons gross), Sturdee Rose (8735 tons gross), 
Puffin (371 tons gross), M. J. Craig (605 tons 
gross), Alice M. Craig (906 tons gross), 
Sarah Brough (284 tons gross), Aspen (353 
tons gross), Monkstone (867. tons gross), 
Westdale (424 tons gross), Wythburn (420 
tons gross), and Hardy (all bound to cross- 
Channel ports from Cork); Rusoilprod. (856 
tons gross), outward bound to England from 
laulbowline, with a cargo of benzine; and 
the Forangen (1,948 tons gross). 

The last named vessel sailed from Phila- 
delphia ón November 2ist with a cargo of 
pitch for Calais, France. Her Commander, 
Captain Gundersan, said that fine weather 
was encountered until Munday last, when 
they ran into an easterly gale and high seas, 
they being then about six hundred miles from 
their destination. Since then they could make 
little: headway against the terrific headwinds, 
and on Friday, finding his vessel running 
short of coals he had decided to turn his 
vessel round and make for Queenstown. On 
the ship’s arrival at this port a supply of 
seventy tons of bunkers were taken aboard 

Captain Gundersan said that it was the 
worst. weather he had ever encountered during 
his long experience at sea.

OBSTINATE. 


Everyone must see, said Professor O’Sulli- 
van, that one of the main obstacles to the 
settlement of all outstanding economic ques- 
tions between the two Governments was due 
to the obstinacy with which the Fianna Fail 
Party clung to the tattered rags of its re- 
publicanism. The fact that they did not enjoy 
the preferences granted to other Dominions 
was directly due to the Oath Bull. 
Claiming that this was the most favourable 
time for making a new bargain with Britain, 
he said that twelve months ago would have 
béen too early for two reasons. First, he 
said, because Great Britain was at that time 
in the throes of great financial difficulties; 
secondly, because at that time the depression, 
which had hit most other countries, had not 
yet struck the Free State with full force. 
Any settlement attempted then would 
not have been so favourable as the one which 
they now, if common-sense were allowed to 
prevail, could look forward to with consider- 
able hope. 


BURDEN AHEAD, 


Three millions a year would not be an over- 
estimate, Professor O'Sullivan declared, of the 
cost of the bounty to which the Cereals Bill 
would commit the country if wheat were to be 
grown in sufficient quantity to meet national 
needs. Of the increased administration costs 
they were kept in the dark, but a tremendous 
burden was in store for the country if the 
policy was persisted in. 

He feared that many farmers attracted by 
the bounty might be tempted to embark on 
this policy only to find their promising crop 
sprouting three weeks before it was ripe for 
reaping. ‘Thus there would be nothing leít 
but the heroic course which some time ago 
attracted the admiration of Mr. Lemass— 
namely, ploughing their crop into the ground 
to prepare it for next year’s. crop.

State Minister for Educatien, said that some 
of the statements made by their opponents 
were very serious. One was that the Govern- 
ment intended in some way to take the land 
from the people, or allow Communists to do 
so. He had not met any Communists in his 
journey, but to listen to some of their 
opponents one would imagine that there was 
a Communist under every bush. Their posi- 
tion was that the farmer was entitled to his 
land under the Land Acts, and that land 
could not be taken away from him, and if 
anybody attempted to take it wrongfully 
away from him they would. defend the 
farmer's rights. The object of this propa- 
ganda going on was to create.a feeling of 
suspicion and panic in the minds of the 
people that there was some sinister influence 
working, but there was not. They were now 
enabled to give reductions to farmers and 
facilities for easy terms to those that were 
hard-pressed, and the ratepayers would not 
have to foot the bill for defaulters like they 
had to do in the past. Under the Fublic 
Safety Act, passed by the late Government, 
if a farmer did not pay his annuities, he 
could be brought before a military tribunal 
and shoved into jail, and the same people 
who passed that Act were now going around 
telling the people not to pay. It was simply 
trying to create difficulties for the present 
Government. If Mr, Goréy, or anybody, 
wanted to make himself a martyr by not 
paying, there was no need for him to be a 
martyr, because, if he convinced the Govern- 
ment that he could not pay, he would get a 
chance, but, if they were convinced that he 
could pay, they would make him pay. 

He waintained that the overnment 
bounties were doing great good, and that 
their schemes for the Éadan of agricul- 
ture, relief of unemployment, housing and 
other things, would i“ productive of very 
great good.

MINISTER OF LABOUR'S 
VIEW. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 


BELFAST, Sunday. 

The decision to postpone the railway strike 
for one week has been welcomed by the 
business community and the travelling public 
in the North. It is hoped that during the 
‘week it will be possible to arrive at some 
eee arrangement. 

When asked Mr. Andrews, Northern 
Minister of Labour, if the postponement 
made any alteration in the position so far as 
Northern Ireland was concerned, he said that 
the position remained exactly the same, which 
means that the Northern Government cannot 
make. any advance in the nature of a subsidy, 
even of a temporary character. Northern 
Ireland's financial arrangements are so inter- 
woven with those of Great Britain that ex- 
yenditure must proceed upon well-defined 
ines. Any deviation involving expenditure in 
Northern Ireland as distinct from that normally 
operating in Great Britain would involve 
additional taxation of the people of Northern 
Ireland. and, I understand, that the Govern. 
meént in the interests of the public could 
not enter into any arrangement of that 
character. " In any event it has been the 
settled policy of the Government not to 
embark upon subsidies to industry. 

On the other hand, the Government has 

undertaken the regulation of road passenger 
traffic, and it is not LS pete that it might 
consider sympathetically such regulation of 
road goods traffic as would eliminate, or at 
any rate considerably curtail, the uneconomic 
road transport that is such a handicap to the 
railways, and yet returns very little, if any, 
profit to those engaged in it. Something 
might ajso be done to prohibit the carriage 
of certain ‘classes of heavy goods road 
transpert to districts served by the railways. 
' The Betfast and County Down Railway 
Company is not “involved ‘directly in the 
present dispute, but it does apply to. the 
northern: section of the Great Northern Rail- 
‘way ‘and ‘the Northern Counties Committee 
of the L.M.S. Railway, whose lines operate

R. FRANK MacDERMOT, _ T.D., 
addressed a large meeting: in the 
is & Theatre, Kilkenny, yesterday, under 
the auspices of the National Farmers’ and 
Ratepayers’ League, when a resolution was 
passed calling on the Government to recognise 
the validity of the ‘agreements entered into 
by their predecessors and to negotiate a trade 
agreement and revision of our financial 
arrangements with Great Britain on terms 
fair and honourable to both countries, | 

Mr. MacDermot said that since he came 
into Irish Free State politics he had been 
an enemy of two things—humbug and in- 
tolerance. He was satisfied that a great many 
things had been done. by the Govern- 
ment that would not have been done if they 
had not: been blinded to the interests of the 

Irish people through their excessive hatred 

of the Cumann na nGaedheal Party. 
There were various ideas aud theories 
among members of the Fianna Fail Party 
as to when the country was prosperous, said 

Mr. MacDermot, and. one idea was that the 
country was prosperous as long as the Govern- 


é - 


ment could pile on tariff after tariff. Mr. 


MacEntee was’ feeling right because the 
three and a half moilfions of money. which 
in the normal course would have gone to 
England had been kept in the Free State 
Exchequer. What, he asked, was going to 
happen in the future collection of the 
annuities, or in the payment of their debts 
to the banks? 


“PAY IF YOU CAN.” 


The Land Commission were legally entitled 
to collect the annuities. He believed, how- 
ever, that the courts of law would hold that 
the Government had a right to collect the 
money only for the purpose of handing it 
over to- the people who originally lent the 
money. Anybody who could pay should pay, 
because much as they disliked the law it was 
the law made by an Irish Government and 
must be obeyed. If they wanted to change 
the law they must change the Government.. 

Concluding, Mr, MacDermot said that this 
so-called ‘‘economic war” was an absolute 
humbug. Nobody knew what kind of victory 
the Government wanted out of it. They 
could not get any clear statement from 
them. The Government had the power to 
ma tariffs on any article of British goods, 
and could, if they liked, keep out. British 
goods Feabh but, they leít, the responsi- 
bility to other fellows going around putting 
out streamers, trying to do the work the 
Vovernment did not do themselves. This 
business should be ended, and the sooner it 
was ended the better | 

When speaking later yesterday at Castle 
pollard, Mr. MacDermot was interrupted by 
a young man, who said: ‘‘ You were not 
wanted in England or Belfast, and you have 


‘a neck to come down here,” 


Amidst shouts of “ put him out,” Mr. 
MacDermot appealed to be allowed to answer 
the interrupter. Mr, MacDermot then said 
that, in regard to West Belfast, he had 
obtained the largest Nationalist vote that was 
ever cast in that constituency—(loud cheers). 
He did not come there from England, but 
from where he had business, and that was 
from America. If any one imagined that his 
centre of gravity and his interests were any- 
where else than in the midst of the Irish 
people they were mistaken. (Applause.) 


COMMUNISM BAD. 


“It would be a very bad thing for the 
farmers to go in for Communism,”’ said Mr. 
Derrig, Free State Minister for Education, 
speaking at Mullinavat yesterday, ‘‘as long 
as what the farmers are asked to pay is 
reasonable, and as long as they are able to 
pa , and as long as they know the money is 

eing kept in this country and put into 
circulation, 

“I know that the overwhelming majority 
of farmers know that that course is better 
than pretending to wipe out everything. The 
important thing for the people in this country 
at present is to get money, and the Govern- 
ment are trying to give the people employ- 
ment to put money in circulation.” 

The present Government, Mr. Derrig con- 
tinued, were going to hold the annuities and 
spend it for the benefit of agriculture. So 
long as they had foreign competition in the 
British markets they cad to put up with 
lower prices, and they should concentrate on 
their own resources. Every farmer knew 


that the present situation was infinitely pre- | 


ferable to anything he had in the old times 
under the old landlords. 


FARMERS’ REDRESS. 


About one hundred farmers from East 
Meath were present at a meeting in Drogheda 
on Saturday. 

Mr. P. ©. Markey, presiding, referring to 
the annuities question, said that when it 
became apparent that the British Government 
were not zoing to agree to their retention, and 
were prepared to get this money by other 
means which would be detrimental to the 
farming industry, Mr. de Valera was in duty 
bound to consult the farmers by referendum 
or otherwise before commencing his economic 
war. 

Continuing, he said that the June annuities 
are legally due, as they accrued prior to 
the imposition of the tariffs, but the ones 
which accrued in December were another 
question, In hig opinion, as a solicitor, any 
man who had already paid his June annuities 
and had been obliged, in addition, to pay 
tariffs in respect of live stock exported to 
England, was entitled to obtain relief in a 
Court of Equity, and, in fact, it was open 
to that man to make application to the High 
Court for an ad interim injunction directed 
to the Government, or the nominees holding 
the annuities in a suspense account, to re- 
strain them from applying the money for any 
purpose other than that for which the money 
was paid, and, in addition, to seek recoup- 
ment of the amount he had lost as a result 
of paying those tariffs to the extent of the 
amount of the June annuities already paid 
by him, ; 


WORK OF GENERATIONS, 


For an hour-and-a-half Mr. W. J. Fahy 
(Dublin), National Organiser of the Farmers’ 
and Ratepayers’ League, addressed a meeting 
of about one hundred farmers in St. James’s 
Hall, Athboy, last night, Mr. Fahy said 
he did not mind to what party they were 
attached, this wag not a time to 
consider either persons or parties—it was a 
time to consider the country. Leaders might 
come and parties might come and they might 
go, but if they destroyed the economic life 
of a country they could not repair it in a 
hurry. It took the work of generations to 
build up a decent civilisation, but it did net 
take long, sometimes, to destroy that civilisa- 
tion. Mr. Fahy then proposed the following 
resolution :— 

That we call on the Government to recognise 
the validity of the agreements entered into by 
their predecessors and to negotiate a trade 
agreement and revision of cur financial 
arrangements with Great Britain on terms 
fair and honourable to both countries. 

The resolution was carried.

RELATIONS WITH 


Britain has 
W pleaded in regard to’ her own 
obligations applies with greater 
force to the position of the Irish Free State 
in regard to the annual payments which were 
formerly made to Great Britain,” said the 
Free State. Minister for Finahce, responding 
to the toast of “ Prosperity to the Irish Free 
State,” at the annual dinner of the Insurance 
Institute of Ireland, in the Roval’ Hibernian 
Hotel; Dublin, last Saturday night. 
Mr. Waldron Rose, presideyt, presided over 
a large soaren, aaa : 
. Proposing the’ toast ‘‘ Prosperity to the 
Trish Free State,” the weemlieek: said that 
during the’ last namber of months they had 
im an. altercation, with their neigh- 
they would be wrong in trying to 


strike a pessimistic note. They lived in a 


{country in which they could grow their own 


food and “supply their own clothing. He 
had no time for the fellow who ran his own 
country down. : 

The Free State Minister for Finance, re- 
sponding, ‘said that the sentiment oí 
prosperity which they had just honoured was 
one which they could all do something to 
realise in a” concrete form by supporting 
their mative industries. It was. true that at 
the present moment one ‘of their great in- 
dustries was passing through difficult times. 
He was not certain that the difficulties would 
not have arisen in, any event, no matter what 
the relations between this country and Great 
Britain might be. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


But undoubtedly an additional difficulty 
had arisen. He and the members of the 
Executive Council regretted that it should 
thus arise, because they had no narrow 
insular outlook in those matters. They 
realised that the economic well-being of the 
one country was largely conditioned by the 
economic condition of the other. They de- 
sired not merely the prosperity of the Free 
State, but the prosperity of Ireland as a 
whole, and not merely the prosperity of Ireland, 
but the ie sis of Great Britain as well. 
They had noted with a great deal of concern 
that their neighbour found it difficult to meet 
her obligations to another State. The interest 
of the present Free State Governthent in this 
question of internatior®! payments} was a very 
ractical one. They, with Great Britain, had 

t thut “so long as Britons are compelled 
by every means to augment their export sur- 
= Sen in order to meet these inter-govern- 
mental burdens they cannot play their part in 
normal economic operations of commerce, and 
their diminished purchasing power would re- 
fiect itself in diminished receipts for the 
producers in the creditor country, with con- 
sequent fall in prices, depression of industry, 
and unemployment. 

‘“We feel that what Great Britain. has 
pleaded in regard to her own obligations,’’ 
said the Minister, ‘‘ applies with greater force 
to the position of the Irish Free State in re- 
gard to the annual payments which were 
formerly made to Great Britain. As the 
British Government in the passage which I 
have just quoted has pointed out, the ultimate 
source of any payment frora the Irish Free 
State to Great Britain is the surplus of exports 
over iniports, and in effect. the external trade: 
of the Irish Free State forms security for the 
payments.” 


PAYMENTS. 


Comparing the amount of the annual pay- 
ments which up to this year the Irish Free 
State had been making to Great Britain with 
the amount of the. British payment to 
America, he said that for the year 1930-31— 
he had chosen that year because Britain was 
then on the: gold standard—the aggregate 
payment made to Great Britain was £5,581,457 
sterling. The total annual payments made hy 
Great Britain to the United States in respect 
of war debt amounted to-£53,000,000 sterling. 
Since the Irish: Free State. payments to 
Great Britain were first initiated there had 
been a continuous decline in commodity 
p ices in terms of gold, so that whereas in 
925-26 the Free State paid five and a half 
millions in terms of commodity prices, in 
1930-31 the payments in terms of the same 
commodities had increased to seven and a 
half millions. Those payments were relatively 
a payment by Great 
Britain of thirty-three millions in gold 
sterling. 

Continuing, the Minister said that these 
payments had reduced the standard of living 
of the people of the Free State, and they 
had not been made without their adverse 
effects in British trade also. Apart alto- 
gether from the question of meal or legal 
obligations, there are sound practical reasons 
why the payments should be cancelled. Were 
that done the trade between the two coun- 
tries would be immediately improved. That 
trade was important, not merely to the Frev 


State, but to Great Britain. 


TRADE RELATIONS. 


“ While,” he declared, “ it is the purpose 
of the present Government to develop our in- 
dustries internally, we recognise at the same 
time that the natural source for many of the 
things for which our immediate requirements, 
large and small, become creater as time goes 
on, was Great Britain. ‘The longer the trade 
relations between the two countries are in- 
re the greater will be the tendency 
for the trade to pass elsewhere, and once it 
is lost. it will not be easily recoverable. That 
may be said also regarding the large in- 
terest which Great Britain has in the banking, 
insurance’ and shipping businesses of the 
Saorstat.. So long as the present dispute 
between the two countries continues that 
trade and those interests must suffer 
severely, and must be greatly jeopardised, 
We are opening up new markets 
with foreign countries for our agricultural 
popes: These will be on a permanent basis, 
or we shall have to buy from those to whom 
we sell. 

_**Onee these foreign connections are estab- 
lished there will be introduced into this 
country an elemeut of competition from which 
British trade has hitherto been free. It is as 
desirable, therefore, not merely in our 


interests, but in the interests of the other | 


party to this dispute that an early and satis- 
factory settlement should be secured.” 

If that could be.dcae he had no doubt that 
there would be an increased measure of pros- 

rity, not: merely for the Free State, but 
or Ireland as a whole and for Great Britain 
as well.

Reductions in the tonnage and gun 
calibre of all types of warships, and t! 
establishment of a new naval ratio for 
capital ships for the United States 
Britain and Japan are the outstanding 
features of the Japanese naval proposals 
officially issued here yesterday. 

The ratio suggested is 11:11:8 instead 
of 5:5:3, as embodied in the Washington 
Naval Treaty. 

For capital ships the limit of size would 
be fixed at 25,000 tons, with 14-inch cuns. 
Cruisers would be of two types, restricted 
to 8,000 and 6,000 tons respectively, and 
carrying 8-inch and 6.1l-inch guns. 

Submarines would be limited to 1,800 
tons in size. 

The United States and Britain would 
each have eleven capital ships and Japan 
eight. 

The merits claimed for the Japanes: 
naval plan (telegraphs The Times Corre- 
spondent in Tokyo) are that it reduces 
the size of all fleets, including that ai 
Japan, and curtails offensive, while 
strengthening defensive, power. 

It is claimed that the plan wil] eliminate 
the tendency, which former schemes en- 
couraged, to build to the Maximum.

THE JASMINE POTATO FLOWER. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Garden Correspondent 


Although Solanum Jasminioides, which came 
to our gardens from South America 3 
1838, tolerates our kindly climate as a 
wall climber in a sheltered spot, it is 
only under glas protection the full 
beauty of its profuse clusters of jasmine- 
like blossom is revealed. It is free grow- 
ing as an evergreen climber, but not 
aggressively so,, making a nice shade for 
the greenhouse roof if given slender 
wires for its support. As we first saw 
this climber, depending from the roof ot 
a lofty conservatory at Abbotstown, 
Castleknock, Co. Dublin, laden with 
bunches of ‘bloom, it made a charming 
picture, and it is ‘suitable for the small 
house or for the large one. As a pot 
plant, in good loam with a quota of 
rough leafmould, it is a quick grower.
